‘GET IN THERE, START PITCHING!" 


| Feel Like Darned Fool Asking 
Folks To Buy Bonds,’ SaysBulkley

“T feel like a fish and a darned fool asking you people to buy war bonds,” declared 
Cmdr. John D. Bulkley, as he stepped to the microphone at the Atlanta Army Air Base yester- 
day to address a large audience who bought $20,000 worth of bonds to inspect the Airmada. 

Cmdr. Bulkley, the man who evacuated MacArthur from the Phitgpines, brought grim 


facts before his listeners. 

“People ask me what happened 
to my men and I tell them, ‘We 
were expended by the United 
States,’ ” the commander said. 

“We had orders to kill and hold 
back the Japs at the expense of 
our lives. Our orders were to 
fight until our ammunition and 
material were exhausted and then 
run for it. How few Americans 
can understand what that means. 
How few have ever been forced 
to face such a situation. 


“Out of 111 men, only 13 of 
us came out alive. And@ every boat 
we had was expended,” he con- 
tinued. 

“The crew on my destroyer, the 
Endicott, which participated in the 
invasion of southern France, in the 
Sixth War Loan drive, held the 
highest record of war bond sales 
in the Atlantic Fleet. Our crew 
of 216 men and 18 officers bought 
8 total of $40,600. 

“They bought those bonds while 
they were docked at New York— 
not while they. were overseas 
where they couldn’t spend their 
money.” 

Bulkley, of “They Were Expend- 
able” fame, ended his brief, but 
impressive talk with: 

“For God’s sake, get in there 
and start pitching those war 
bonds!” 

The Navy commander, a native 
of San Antonio, Texas, was in- 
troduced by Lt. Kenneth Brooks, 
bond officer of the Sixth Naval 
District. Jackson P. Dick, state 
chairman of the war finance com- 
mittee, welcomed both guests. 

Before Cmdr. Bulkley entered 
his plane to fly to the Atlanta 
Naval Air Station, where he will 
make a war bond appeal to Navy 
personne! at 12:30 today, he auto- 
graphed bonds which were bought 
by the airmada spectators. Only 
sbout a twentieth of the bond 
“tickets” were bought at the Air 
Base booth. 

At the age of 16, the Navy 
hero entered the United States 
Naval Academy at Annapolis. 
That was in 1929, and he’s been 
a Navy man ever since. 

On this, his second visit to At- 
lanta, Cmdr. Bulkley told The 
Constitution that he didn’t have 
any preference of ships, but that 
the PT boat would always hold a 
very warm spot in his heart. 

’ Bulkley, one of the Navy’s most 
Gecorated men and wearer of the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, pre- 
dicts a long end hard road ahead 
to Tokyo. 

When he leaves the Charleston 
Navy Yard, where. he is now tem- 
porarily stationed, the commander 
hopes to be headed for the Pacific 
again. “I want to get in on the big 
invasion of Japan, and then I'll be 
satisfied,” he asserted. 

Cmdr. Bulkley will leave At- 
lanta Tuesday afternoon to report 
back to Charleston. He. is here at 
the invitation of Cmdr. William 
W. White, USN, commanding of- 
ficer of the Naval Air Station.

Okinawa Death Blow Storms 


Tokyo Yells 800 Crack U.S. Planes 
Mass on Marianas To Lash Nippon

American soldiers and Marines, slugging against furious Japanese opposition, have scored 
general gains on the southern end of Okinawa, Fleet Adm. Nimitz reported today. 

Aided by flame-throwing tanks, artillery and naval gunfire and aerial bombardments, 
the battle-weary Americans fought doggedly to drive the Japanese from strong cave posi- 
tions along the flaming Yaeju-Dake escarpment. 

Large 105 mm. guns fired almost pointblank into U. S. forces, machinegun and mortar 


fire made the rugged battlefield a 
hell of steel for the doughboys., 

One light American fleet unit 
was sunk off Okinawa, Adm. Nim- 
itz said, 

Tokyo, quoting the agency Do- 
mei, said America was getting set 
to intensify air raids on Japan. 
Domei reported that betwe@en 700 
and 800 Superfortresses have been 
massed in the Marianas and that 
Liberators are on Okinawa. It de- 
clared the Americans have 10 air 
fields in operation on Okinawa 
and nearby Ie island. 


AUSSIES ON BORNEO 

On other Pacific-Asiatic fronts 
Allied arms made good progress, 
especially in China. 

The Blue Network has intercept- 
ed an Australian broadcast saying 
that Australian troops of the 
Ninth Division have landed on 
British North Borneo, 

The broadcast quoted Deputy 
Prime Minister J. B. Chifley as 
announcing the invasion but say- 
ing that the details would have to 
come from Gen. MacArthur. 

The broadcast did not give the 
point of landing. 

Radio Tokyo said Saturday that 
Allied troops had landed on La- 
buan island in Brunei bay, Borneo, 
This report also was quoted in the 
Australian broadcast, the Blue 
Network said. 


JAP CASUALTIES SOAR 

Gen. MacArthur, reporting from 
the Philippines, said Japanese 
overall casualties in their disas- 
trous campaign in that archipelago 
were nearing the 400,000 mark. 

America’s Tenth Army, fighting 
the final phase of the battle for 
Okinawa, launched heavy attacks 
against. the escarpment and press- 
ed the campaign to liquidate the 
Japanese on Oroku peninsula. 
The 96th infantry division gained 
800 to 1,000 yards and was moving 
up the escarpment slopes against 
heavy resistance. 

The Seventh Infantry Division, 
operating in the Hill 95 sector, re- 
pulsed two strong Japanese coun- 
ter attacks and made limited ad- 
vances, 

The First Marine Division 

moved forward from 200 to 500 
yards on high ground while the 
Sixth Marine Division compressed 
the trapped Japanese on Oroku. 

A half dozen Japanese planes 
were shot down by U., S. gunners 
in the Okinawa area. 

Adm. Nimitz disclosed that 
Army planes, sweeping over Ja- 
pan’s Kuyshu island, shot ¢C’wn 
17 Nipponese aircraft. 

The VU, S. 20th Air Force an- 
nounced at Washington that one 
Superfortress was missing from the 
raids on the Tokyo-Yokohama 
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Hartstield Pledges Co-operation 
In Postwar Development Program 


Mayor Hartsfield said last night 
that “most certainly the city gov- 
ernment would co-operate with 
any group looking towards an en- 
larged postwar program.” 

“Some time this week,” said the 
mayor, “I intend to start a series 
of conferences with the finance 
committee and the Postwar Plan- 
ning Committee, looking to the 
formation of a definite program, 
and also to discuss the matter 
with county officials, 

“The city has planned a number 
of postwar projects and we real- 
ize that some definite program of 
financing must soon be agreed 
upon. High upon this list must 
be traffic improvements and the 
removing of portable school build- 
ings. 

“Both the city and county have 
agreed to an over-all metropoli- 
tan traffic survey which is now 
being made by the State Highway 
Department and the U. S. Bureau 
of Public Roads. This will be 
completed in July. This ambitious 
program must be shared by the 
city, DeKalb and Fulton counties, 
the state and the United States 
Bureau of Roads. 

“During the war period Atlanta 
has not only done a large amount 
of public improvements such as 


‘rebuilding the auditorium front,

completing a new prison building, 
a new social disease hospital and 
the opening of the newly widened 
Memorial drive into Whitehall 
street, but has provided for a num- 
ber of postwar improvements by 
acquiring rights of way and build- 
ing sites. 

“Thus we have purchased the 
site for a new fire signal station. 
We have spent several hundred 
thousand dollars for additional 
land for the enlarged airport. We 
have acquired rights of way for 
straightening out Ivy street at De- 
catur street and have this year 
purchased land for an additional 
park in the East Lake section.

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Chinese Regain Ishan, 
Pierce Rim of Liuchow 


CHUNGKING, Monday, June 11.—(UP)—Chinese forces have re- 
captured the Japanese stronghold of Ishan on the Kweichow-Kwangsi 
province railroad 50 miles west of Liuchow, and in a surprise thrust 
have broken through the outer defenses of Liuchow itself, a special 


communique. announced today. 

Broadening their southeastern 
offensive over a 450-mile front, the 
Chinese also hurled back Japanese 
troops to the Indo-China border 
and clamped a pincers on the stra- 
tegic airfield center of Kweilin, 
capital of Kwangsi province. 

Late front dispatches said that 
the Japanese were beginning to 
withdraw from Kweilin, the larg- 
est of the U. S. air bases to fall 
into Japanese hands during last 
year’s enemy offensive. 

HEAVY FIGHTING 

Heavy fighting had raged for a 
week along the Japanese salient 
reaching out west of Liuchow to 
Ishan and the Chinese killed more 
than 100 Japanese in the sector on 
Friday alone, official dispatches 
said. With the fall of Ishan, the 
entire salient was expected to col- 
lapse. 

The Chinese were reported fight- 
ing within Liuchow’s inner de- 
fenses after driving through to the 
area of the former U. S. air base 
from both north and south. 

The resurgent Chinese liberated 
Peishao, 24 miles north of Kweilin, 
and moved within 35 miles of the 
air-base city from the- southwest, 
while the drive for Indo-China car- 
ried through Lungchow, 11 miles 
from the frontier. 

On the east China coastal sector, 
the Chinese recaptured Futing, 450 
miles due west of Okinawa, ending 
a five-day possession of that road 
center by a Japanese column 
which had landed from transports 
only to be routed by Chinese 
troops driving up the shore. 

Between the 115-mile Chinese 
“beachhead” on the coast, of 
which Futing was the northern ex- 
tremity, and the Kweilin sector, 
the Japanese had launched a series 
of sharp thrusts in Kwantung 
province, seeking to throw the Chi- 
nese offensive off stride and gain 
maneuver space. 

One of these drives had dented 
the Chinese lines some 30 miles in 
five days and penetrated 20 miles 
into Kiangsi province to the town 
of Sinfeng, where the Chinese gar- 
rison was putting up a fierce fight 
to hold on, a Chinese communique 
revealed. 

WIDEN ARTERY BREACH 

With the capture of Lungchow, 
the Chinese drove the Japanese 
forces in extreme southern China 
to the town of Pingsiang on the 
Indo-China border and widened to 
165 miles their breach in Japan’s 
continental lifeline to Malaya and 
Singapore. 

The new two-pronged drive on 
Kweilin threatened to knock out 
another 100-mile stretch of the 
Hangkow-Hanoi rail and highway 
supply lines, although the Japa- 
nese remained stubbornly’ en- 
trenched in the Liuchow area. 

Liuchow was bypassed aud 
three-fourths encircled and a Chi- 
nese column was driving hard on 
the former U. S. air base from the 
north while other troops hammer- 
ed the tough Japanese defenses in 
the southern suburbs.

Mrs. Benjamin A. J. Sells, of 779 Cascade avenue, S. W., will 
sleep late tomorrow morning. She will wake up at the accustomed 
7 o'clock, because one can’t shake a long-standing habit in one day, 
but then she will close her eyes and drift luxuriously back to sleep. 

For the first time in almost 40 _ 
years she will be out of a job... 
for the first time she is a “lady of 
Jeisure” . .. and now, as the at- 
tractive lady will te/l you with 
a smile: 

“I’m expecting the rest of my 
life to be the happiest of all. My 
husband, Capt. Sells, is a retired 
Army officer, and so we plan to 
do nothing but enjoy ourselves 
from now on. What was it Brown- 
ing said ... ‘Come grow old with 
me. the best is yet to be’... ?” 

Mrs. Sells, who retired yester- 
day from Western Union, where 
she had worked since 1911, began 
her business career as a stenogra- 
pher in 1906 after leaving Girls’ 
High school. She stopped working 
for the railroads one night and be- 
gan at Western Union the next 
morning, where she has been ever 
since, : 
FEW WOMEN WORKERS 

She entered the working world 
at a time when most of her friends 
were in college or on trips to Eu- 
rope—it was a day when women 
were a rare sight in an office— 
when even a well-trained stenogra- 
pher found it almost impossible to 
land a job (if the stenographer 
were a woman!)—a day when sal- 
aries were at a ridiculous low (but 
then, so were groceries!), and 
when hours were long and unregu- 
lated. 

“Oh, I can remember working 
12 hours a day on many occasions. 
Those were the days when we had 
to start out with a “clean sheet” 
every morning. There was no such 
thing as leaving work over from 
one day to the next—you stayed 
there till you were finished. 

“After the First World War I 
noticed a change. More women 
were working, for one thing, and 
then the salaries that were upped 
during the war never went back 
to the old level. No, there wasn’t 
such an upheaval as during this 
war, because everything was on 
such a smaller scale then. The of- 
fice turnover was nothing like as

that I have never enjoyed any- 
thing so much as working with 
the young girls in my office. 
They made me one of them and 
were the greatest stimulation! I 
have found, so far as the ones 
I have worked with, that young 
girls today have their feet on the 
ground.

“IT can tell you it’s been a reve- 
lation to me. Whenever there was 
a lull in the work we stopped and 
talked and discussed their love 
affairs, but there was never any 
killing of time.”

CHANGES IN ’30s 

“The next big change came dur- 
ing the early 1930s when the 
wage-hour law was enacted, short- 
ening hours and raising pay. Con- 
ditions began to get steadily bet- 
ter; and then came this war, mak- 
ing the greatest change of all. At 
first I was quite dubious about so 
many young girls coming to work. 
I wondered if they were going to 
take their jobs seriously, or be in- 
clined to waste time and spend 
their working hours gossiping.

Back in the 1890’s a small group of women who called them- 
selves “The King’s Daughters” helped incurable and helpless peo- 
ple here—‘‘because nobody else would’—in a little cottage within 
the shadow of what is now the Carnegie library, 


Their efforts and good work 
were recognized by an Atlanta man 
whose interest and financial aid 
resulted in the establishment of 
the Home for the Incurables, the 
only institution of its kind in 
the state where charity patients, 
with the exception of those of a 
mental and contagious nature, re- 
ceive a decent and comfortable 
living. 

Today the man whose aid 
and interest made this possible 
will be further memorialized when 
a portrait of the late A. G. Rhodes 
will be unveiled at the home on 
South Boulevard bearing his 
name and built with funds he 
provided. The portrait, given by 
his daughter, Mrs. L. O. Bricker, 
will hang in the home with the 
portrait of his son, the late J. D. 
Rhodes, who followed in his fa- 
ther’s footsteps in giving freely 
of his time and money for the 
home. His portrait was unveiled 
in 1938, 

Maintained now by the city, 
county and individuals, the home 
in its early days was supported 
by money raised by the women 
in various ways. 

The red brick colonial home’s 
housekeeper is Miss Genia Wyley, 
whose care and attention to the 
50 patients is due praise.

Atlantan Schoolmate 


Of Japanese 


Premier 


The year 1888 is a long time ago to which to go back in memory 
to an insignificant Japanese schoolboy in a class with active, con- 
genial young men. George Carpenter Jones, 74, of 848 Myrtle street, 
N. E., however, knew there was something familiar about the name 
of the new Japanese premier, Baron Kantaro Suzuki. 


Suzuki, former Jap admiral and 
courtier, succeeded Koiso as pre- 
mier of Japan last April. Since 
then, every time Jones saw Su- 
zuki’s name in the papers or heard 
it on the radio he searched his 
memory to find the reason for its 
familiarity. Then he remembered 
the term he spent 57 years ago 
at Eastman’s National Business 
College, at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
and two Japanese schoolmates, 
one of whom was Suzuki. 


HAS SUZUKI’S AUTOGRAPH 
For verification, Jones brought 
out the old school autograph book 
in which all the classmates had 
signed their names with messages. 
Midway through he came across 
the following message written in 


“Remember your friend from 
Japan, K. Suzuki, Tokio.” 

At once the Atlantan recalled 
the two Japanese boys, Suzuki and 
another named Inawashi, quiet, 
hardworking students, who man- 
aged by diligent study to keep 
up with the class. 


“We never had much to do 
with them,” Jones related. “We 
thought of them as backward peo- 
ple, rather primitive in fact. They 
were unobtrusive, very  serious- 
minded, and kept to themselves 
most of the time. They never 
went in for sports or extra-cur- 
ricular activities, and we neither 
liked them nor disliked them very 
much, 


WHIPPED SPANIARD 

“Once I remember a hot-tem- 
pered Spanish boy with a vicious 
knife threatened Suzuki, who 
then, for the only time I remem- 
ber, became very angry and licked 
the daylights out of the Spaniard. 
As a matter of fact, the rest of 
us were rather glad to see the 
latter, who was a bully, beaten.” 
The Japanese elder statesman, 
77, is regarded as a “moderate” 
by the Japanese army clique, and 
in 1937 was almost assassinated 
by a group of young army offi- 
cers. When he became premier 
last April many regarded his ele- 
vation as an attempt by Japan to

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No Time To Flirt With Inflation 


There are distressing straws in the eco- 
nomic wind. 

Despite the faet that President Truman 
only last week turned thumbs down on 
labor’s*request for an immediate upward 
revision of the Little Steel wage stabiliza- 
tion formula, the house of representatives 
has voted itself an annual $2,500 tax-free 
“expense allowance.” . 

And today, in the senate, opponents of 
price control reportedly have a good 
chance either to kill or to render ineffec- 
tive the OPA. 

The house action in including the in- 
defensible tax-free “expense allowance” 
in the legislative appropriation bill will 
have the effect of undermining the na- 
tion’s entire anti-inflation machinery. For 
surely the War Labor Board will be un- 
‘able any longer to demand strict adherence 
to its salary-freeze orders when the high- 
est legislative body in the land so flagrant- 
ly violates the wage stabilization program. 

Undeniably, congress is entitled to more 
money. But not now. Every member of 
congress knéw what the job paid when he 
ran for office. There is no acceptable ex- 
planation for this infamous salary grab at 
this time. 

New Mexico's Senator Hatch voiced our 
sentiments admirably the other day, de- 
claring: “Members have long been inade- 
quately paid. I favor a straightout increase, 
subject to taxation the same as any other 
income. But I would be in favor of making 
the increase effective at some future time 
when stabilization of prices is not of para- 
mount importance. We must treat our- 
selves the same as everybody else.” 


What a travesty it is that the Little 
Steel formula; Which has successfully with- 
stood the onslaughts of so many pressure 
groups, has now been undermined by the 
men who should have been most anxious 
to see it remain an effective protection 
against uncontrolled inflation. 

Meanwhile, in the senate, selfish inter- 
ests are striving mightily to wreck the 
agency which has done such a remarkable 
job of keeping prices in line. And, from 
all indications, well may they be success- 
ful. 

Two separate amendments, by Senators 
Taft and Thomas, have been introduced 
which, according to Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles, “would mean the end of 
effective price control and would inevita- 
bly result in a general inflation.” 

Last night, in Washington, administra- 
tion spokesmen were privately admitting 
both amendments may well pass, this de- 
spite the common-sense warning, by 
Chairman Wagner of the Senate Banking 
Committee, that “With inflationary pres- 
sure at an all-time high, no human agency 
can set the inflationary spiral in motion 
and then regulate its speed.” 

Wage stabilization and price control are 
the two cornerstones of our entire anti- 
inflation program. 

Wage stabilization and price control, 
the two go hand in hand. Neither is long 
effective without the other. And both, 
from all indications, are now in the process 
of breaking down. 

The war in the Pacific goes well. But 
on the homefront we seem to be waging 
a losing battle. 


Atlanta, Self-Crowned ‘Dogwood Capital’ 


If city council approves a resolution 
now before its finance committee, pro- 
ponents of the plan embodied say it will 
make Atlanta the “dogwood capital” of 
the nation. The parks and aviation com- 
mittee has already approved the measure, 
but the finance group has to put its in- 
dorsement on a.clause providing for city 
purchase of 15,000 young dogwood trees. 

Atlanta is already famous for her dog- 
woods. Some years ago an annual Dog- 
wood Festival was held each year. Pre- 
sumably the war is to blame for decline of 
that feature. 

There is no more beautiful sight in the 


spring, than the clouds of dogwood blos- 
soms which make so many of our residén- 
tial streets and avenues like unto a fairy- 
land of dreams. 

The proposal before council is worthy, 
in that we can’t have too many of the 
lovely trees. We had, however, for many 
years thought of Atlanta as the city where 
the dogwood is most gorgeously displayed 
in the spring. 

How about a movement, though, to en- 
courage the planting of other shrubs, or 
trees, which will decorate with their 
blooms during months when the dogwood 
blossoms have gone? 


Locker Plants Great Boon to Agriculture 


Dean Paul Chapman, of Georgia’s Col- 
lege of Agriculture, would have been re- 
garded as a visionary dreamer a dozen 
vears ago had he then made the statement 
made last week in Athens before a meet- 
ing of food experts. 

He said the day was gone—awalting 
only the end of the war—when fruit and 
vegetables would be left to rot on the 
ground or in boxcars. 

“Every community in Georgia will 
have access to a freezer locker plant which 
will kill, age, cut and perhaps package 
livestock and poultry. Fruits and vege- 
tables also may be stored. The home unit 


will supplement, not replace, the locker 
plant.” 

This means that much of the home 
canning will, in the future, be unneces- 
sary. It means that surplus produce and 
meats will be kept for use when needed, 
and not sold on a glutted market or thrown 
away. 

Revelation that 500 cars of frozen 
peaches will be shipped from Macon this 
vear, all prepacked in retail cartons, is 
but a beginning, These shipments will 
grow until fresh fruits for breakfast will 
be commonplace through all the out- 
season months. This means as much, if 
not more, to Georgia than any other state 
so largely dependent on agriculture.

An Interview 
With Harry Truman 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Whenrn President Harry 
S. Truman looks up from his desk he sees three 
pictures. At the left is a portrait of George 


Washington. In the center is a painting of the famous frigate, Con- 
stitution, and on the right is a portrait of Simon Bolivar, the great 
revolutionist and liberator of Venezuela. 


His office looks empty to one who knew it as it was under Mr. 
Roosevelt. In his 12 years in office he had received hundreds of 
gifts such as paintings, standards of flags, ship models and small 
gadgets. His desk was clutfered with the latter. The ship models 
were in niches about the wall, and on bases, there were etchings 
and paintings of naval battles and ships on the walls. All these, 
of course, went to the family and are to be placed in the museum 
at Hyde Park. 


Of all the Roosevelt articles I could find but two as I attended 
with other editors a special interview granted by the President on 
Saturday. One was a huge globe mounted in a wooden base. The 
other was the picture of the frigate, Constitution. 


As we talked about the Pacific war and international develop- 
ments, the President walked over to the globe and tugged it about 
as he discussed the progress of the war. One can see that geography 
has become very important to him, as it must to anyone upon whom 
are thrust the problems of oceans, seas, land masses and mountgins. 


Watching him, and listening, 1 got the illusion that the world 
had indeed become so small that men might take it in their hands, 
with knowledge enough and preparation enough, and twist it and 
convulse it. And that it was terribly important that those strong 
enough to attempt this must be thinking of peace and mutual un- 
dersanding as is Harry S. Truman, 


: His statue of Andrew Jackson, a small 
Jackson, Bolivar equestrian one, mounted on a table made 
from wood from the old Constitution, interested me, as does anything 
about Old Hickory. 


The President said it was presented to him when he was the 
county judge of Jackson county, in Missouri, a county named for 
the tall Tennegsean. There is this interesting angle, there are three 
equestrian statues of Andrew Jackson, each cast from the same 
model. One is in Tennessee, one in New Orleans and the other here 
in Washington. They are referred to as “the impossible man on the 
impossible horse,” the sculptor having taken great license as he 
sought to create an impressive statue. The one in the President's 
office was carefully done, measurements being taken of paintings of 
Jackson, and the result is excellent. 


There is a Missouri angle to the portrait of Simon Bolivar, the 
great liberator. Venezuela wanted to present to the largest city in 
America named for their revolutionary hero, a statue. The city was 
found to be Bolivar, Mo. The war intervened and the nation sent 
instead this portrait. 

The President, according to his secretary, is not pleased with 
the office as it is, and plans some changes. And as gifts come it, 


too, will begin to be crowded. 

: ‘ I had. not seen President Truman since the 
The President’ .,o'tsics 1 had had with him at Chicago be- 
fore the Democratic convention. 

He looks to be in perfect condition. The load on him, of course, 
is terrific. But all the newsmen here who are close to him and who 
see him frequently, say he is carrying it with confidence and with 
optimism. 

He has grown in office, despite the fact his occupancy of the 
office has been but brief. That is obvious. He talks normally, 
hopefully, and without seeking to appear other than what he is, 
a man suddenly given a great task which he sincerely wants to do. 


His talk greatly impressed editors of varying political faith who 
talked with him in this special interview with directors of the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors and their free press com- 
mittee. 


Facts His comments on the press were interesting. He said 

that facts were the most important things in the world. 
He said that. when facts were known there was very little trouble. 
This, he said, was true of world problems as well as domestic. While 
he did not say so, the inference was inescapable. The San Francisco 
conference has gone well. It would have gone even better, and with 
more speed, had there not been a confusion of facts. 


He also gave a very short sermon to all newspaper editors and 
reporters, again entirely by inference. He said that facts were of 
such vast importance that this imposed a greater responsibility on 
those who often had to get facts in a hurry. Nothing could be truer. 
And nothing, I think, is beginning to be more clear to newspaper 
men everywhere. 

They must match their freedom with self discipline and re- 
sponsibility. A newspaper must seek, to the best of its ability, to 
interpret the general public welfare and not the welfare of any spe- 
cial groups. All this was bound up in what the President was saying 
about the importance of facts and the deplorable results of their 
absence from any domestic or international problem or controversy.

Medicine, Its Triumphs 


And Its Limitations 


The author is Miles Atkinson. ‘The publish- 
er is Charles Scribner's Sons of New York. The 
book is “Behind the Mask of Medicine.” 


I read it last week and recommend it highly to all who desire a 
sane. understanding of today’s story of medicine, of the doctors who 
practice the medical art, or science, of their sometimes magnificent 
achievements and of their very human limitations. 

if is, too, fascinating, extremely interesting reading. It has a 
lot of humor artd it is packed full of that quality essential to all 
good writing, an appreciation of and a deep sympathy with human 
nature. 

The book. of course, is controversial. The author, in the next-to- 
closing chapter, unequivocally approves socialized medicine. Prob- 
ably a majority of American doctors and surgeons will not agree 
with this attitude. Yet I agree with the author that, whether today’s 
professional generation approves or not, some form of socialized 
medicine is coming in the not too distant future. 


Atkinson, interestingly, points out that when socialized medicine 
was first introduced in England, 40 years ago, it was opposed by 


_the profession there, just as it is in America today. Yet now, with 


the British proposing extension and widening of the scope of so- 
cialized medicine, it is the profession which is in the forefront in 
advocating those proposals. 

And we must admit that, even in America, what may well be 
the most important function of medicine is already operated, in by 
far the greater degree, by the state. 1 refer to preventive medicine. 


“Behind the Mask of Medicine” will prove pri- 
marily valuable, 1 conceive, for the reading of 
the layman. It will give him an understanding of the physician's 
problems that should make for more intelligent co-operation be- 
tween doctor and patient and between doctor and patient's family. 

But it could be valuable, too, to the doctors themselves, if for 
no other reason than that it opens up, for argument, some extremely 
important topics. And airing of such topics, even within the pro- 
fession, could only work, in final analysis, for good. 

For instance, Atkinson points out that frequently it would be 
to the advantage of the patient to postpone surgical operation. Yet 
it is the common lay belief that in all cases where surgery is even 
partially indicated, delay but adds to the danger. 

Many a patient, says Atkinson, has died because the doctor has 
yielded to the pleas and pressure of the family and consented to 
too early operation. And, afte” the fatal outco the family has 
said. either. “if we had only operated soon enough,” or “well, 
everything that could be done was done, including the operation.” 


cals Atkinson, while conceding he is him- 
Too Many Specialists self a specialist, believes there are 
far too many specialists in the profession today. He is by no means 
opposed to specialism. What he does condemn is the habit of 
young doctors, almost fresh from medical school and their interne- 
ship, setting up as specialists. He believes every specialist should 
first be a general practitioner, only turning to specialism as a 
result of natural development of special interest in some particular, 
restricted type of research and practice. 


He has a rather startling and interesting suggestion in regard to 
the degree “M.D.” Meaning, of course, doctor of medicine. He 
criticizes the fact that every practitioner, regardless of experience 
or ability, has that degree. 

He proposes the granting, upon graduation, of the degree of 
“B M.”—bachelor of medicine. No physician would be eligible for 
the degree of M.D. until he had been a general practitioner for a 
minimum of five years and had stood a special examination at the 
end of that period. Furthermore, he would make a similar require- 
ment, five years’ general practice, before a man was eligible for a 
surgical aegree which he would call “M. S.,” master of surgery. 

He champions, though, the general practitioner and holds him up 
as the most important member of the profession. 

And there is much to be said for one other remark. Atkinson 
says no man should practice medicine who has not himself ex- 
perienced illness and no surgeon should become an operating sur- 
geon who has not himself been the patient on the operating table. 

I recommend, very highly, ‘Behind the Mask of Medicine,” for 
your reading, your entertainment and your instruction.

George Speaks Out 
Against Red-Baiting 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Walter F. George has 
added his voice to those who have denounced the 
growing chorus of Russian critics in the United 


States, 


Speaking at Columbia University in New York the other day 
where he was awarded an honorary degree of doctor of laws, the 
Georgia senator sounded a clear-cut warning against the sort of 
attacks that have been made on Russia by segments of the Amer- 
ican press recently and by certain members of congress. 


He was referring to inflammatory articles carried by the Hearst 
papers, the Chicago Tribune and the New York Daily News, all of 
which have pointed to Russia as a potential enemy of the United 
aagins and a nation against which we will ultimately have to go 
O war. 


The senator’s speech seems to have been overlooked by the 
press services at the time. Only the New York papers appear to 
have reported it fully. It bore a substance that well might be 
distributed over the nation generally. 


Force for In it he Teminded that the United States 

Peace and Russia, standing together, could consti- 
tute the most powerful force for enduring peace in the world. The 
common interests of the two countries should be emphasized, he 


said, rather than misunderstandings arising out of basic national 
differences. 


_ “Both here and in Europe,” he declared, “I have heard specula- 
tion on a possible breach between the twe countries. For our part, 
this is nothing less than folly, 


“One of the certain ways of bringing about international dis- 
agreement and ultimately war is to constantly talk about war as 
inevitable and speculate as to when and how war is to come. Amer- 
ica should be very slow to give expression to that kind of thought.” 


With Germany crippled, the “one militant, growing population in 
Europe today” was Russia, he said. He expressed the belief that the 
greatest growth of ponulation in the immediate future will! be there, 
while in most of the rest of Europe and in England it will be static. 


Russia, thus, he believes, is destined to become an even greater 
power in European affairs, and it behooves us to adopt a friendly, 
co-operative attitude toward them rather than throw bricks at 
every opportunity.

The future peace of the world Hepends largely on efforts made 
in this direction by three great powers—-the United States, Great 
Britain and Russia. We constitute the force that is,able to make 
the world behave itself. If this force is properly applied the world 
can pass through a peaceful era lasting for a century or more. 

But it cannot be applied if distrust is allowed to divide the 
three great powers.

LEAGUE OF WOMEN VOTERS 


Analyzing the Proposed New State Constitution 


(Editor’s Note: The League of 
Women Voters has pointed out 
that it considers the proposed 
constitution an improvement 
over the present one and advo- 
cates its ratification in spite of 
the fact that the revision is far 
from complete. The proposed 
constitution contains 15 Articles. 
This ig the sixth of a series in 
which the league will explain 
the proposed changes in detail. 
Articles VIII, IX, X and XI of 
the proposed constitution are 
covered today.) 


ARTICLE VIII—EDUCATION. 

This entire article has been re- 
written. (Note: Throughout ex- 
planation “independent” school 
systems refers to the few inde- 
pendent city systems and city- 
county systems throughout the 
state.) 

1. Single school district for each 

county. 

Except for the independent 
gachool systems which are left un- 
€hanged, the county is made the 
administrative and taxing unit for 
schools. At present there are over 
1,000 separate school districts. | 
The proposed constitution abol-| 
ishes these and makes each coun- | 
ty one undivided district. Inde-| 
pendent school systems are pre-| 
served but no new ones may be 
created. 

(A special amendment affecting 
DeKalb county will be submitted 
to the voters on August 7. This 
will authorize the county commis- 
sioners of DeKalb to levy an addi- 
tional 5-mill tax within the ter- 
ritorial limits of any of the school 
districts that exist now but which 
the new constitution will elim- 
inate.

Passes and if the DeKalb amend- 
ment passes, we understand that 
it would then be necessary for the

ARTICLE XI — COUNTY AND 
MUNICIPAL CORPORATIONS. 
1, No new county permitted 

except by consolidation 0” 
merging of existing counties. 

(League worked for reduction 
in number of counties. Approxi- 
mately 50 counties instead of 159 
as at present would mean progress 
for Georgia.) 

2. Methods changed for consoli- 

dation of counties. 

To consolidate counties, two- 
thirds of those voting in the coun- 
ties affected must vote in favor 
of consolidation. The general as- 
sembly may authorize such con- 
solidation but the two-thirds vote 
of the people in each county af- 
fected is also required. The pres- 
ent constitution only requires a 
two-thirds vote of the county that 
wants to merge with a contiguous 
county instead of a _ two-thirds 
vote of each. 

3. Consolidation of county and 
municipal governments pro- 
vided. 

The general assembly is given 
power to provide optional systems 
of consolidated county and munic- 
ipal governments to become effec- 
tive when approved by a majority 
of’ the voters of such a county. 
The present constitution contains 
specific details and limitations as 
to which cities and counties can 
merge. For example, a city (like 
Atlanta) lying within two coun- 
ties cannot merge with either 
county government. The pro- 
posed constitution omits such lim- 
itations and gives the assembly 
power to provide details of merg- 


ing. 
4. Choice of county site (seat). 
To change the county site takes 
a two-thirds vote of the qualified 
voters as under the present con- 
stitution, plus a majority vote of 
the general assembly, whereas 
under the present constitution a 
two-thirds vote of the general as- 
sembly is required. . 

5. County officials may receive 
a combination of fee and sal- 
ary.

to share my perplexity over the 
editorial policy of Collier’s Week- 
ly in publishing articles which 
seem to me to be unnecessarily 
kind to Communism and Commu- 
nists, why just help yourself be- 
cause there is plenty on hand and 
it isn’t rationed. 


As these dispatches pointed out 
not long ago, Collier’s, which is 
a Park Avenue publication with 
the usual clubby furniture in its 
foyer for anxious authors, illus- 
trators and cartoonists to sit upon 
while waiting their turns to see 
somebody, printed one story by 
Ella Winter and another by Lil- 
lian Hellman, a couple of season- 
ed old party-liners, about their ob- 
servations on a recent trip to Russ- 
land, and, as a regular thing, it 
was here observed, Collier’s runs 
articles by a fellow on the staff 
who calls himself Kyle Crichton 
in Collier’s but uses the name of 
Robert Forsythe when he writes 
for the New Masses, which is a 
straight Communist publication. 

In this connection it was noted 
that although Collier’s blew a few 
editorial kisses at these durable 


|old babes by way of introducing 


them to the customers, it said noth- 
ing at all to call attention to their 
politics. This I took to be a rather 
serious oversight because, after 
all, if a writer is pro-Communist 
then he or she might be inclined 
to give Communism and the Rus- 
sian system the best of things. 
And the result might be mislead- 
ing to the American consumer. 


On that occasion I went to the 
index of the Dies committee's rec- 
ords and gave you the number of 
citations of each of these three 
and the only reaction from Col- 
lier’s was not a disagreement with 
my warning and argument but a 
note catching me in a mistake 
that I should not have made and 
here do correct. I said Bill Chenery 
was the editor of Collier's, which 
was a dumb error because Bill 
has been made publisher and the 
editor is Henry La Cossett, as l 
should have noted on the mast- 
head. 

My further interest has been 
aroused by some additional items, 
for I now see that Crichton is no 
longer writing harmless little non- 
sense about movie actresses in 
which there could be no chance 
to serve the cause but lately did 
one called the “GI Bill of Com- 
plaints.” That would seem to be 
a change of policy because one 
of their executives told me a year 
or so ago that they used Crichton, 
as they call him, only on frivo- 
lous stuff and that policy seemed 
to me to recognize the possibility 
that the guy could get his two 
personalities confused if assigned 
to do a heavy piece and give us 
a Forsythe product on a contro- 
versial issue. 


Now they have another by Win- 
ter telling us about the revival of 
religion in Russia and the chas- 
tity of the females and the beau- 
ties of home life. 
be out of date already for it was 
only a few days ago that the Com- 
munists in New York had a ter- 
rible fuss among’ themselves and 
the American party line changed 
back to old revolutionary Marx- 
ism and the class struggle. The 
formula for that line calls for riots 
in the streets, the disruption of 
the family, promiscuity, divorce 
by postcard and abortion. 


As Winter herself says, “Cer- 
tainly, in the first decade of the 
revolution, there was tremendous 
ferment” and “all kinds of experi- 
ments were being tried,” includ- 
ing libertinism and general im- 
morality. 


Possibly if they can get Winter 
back there again they will shoot 
her for a _ counter-revolutionary 
for mistiming her appeal to Amer- 
ican moral and religious feeling 
but that is her worry, not ours. 


If you know my reputation for 
chivalry you will understand how 
painfully it grieves me to have to 
disbelieve Winter's story about 
this change in affairs in Russia 
and will realize, I hope, that it 
isn’t a personal doubt of a per- 
son but a distrust of a whole 
group of propagandists and ideolo- 
gists. They would never forgive 
me for believing any evil things 
written about life in Russia by 
some anti-Communist and so I 
don’t see how they, or Collier’s, 
can expect anyone to believe beau- 
tiful things written by their 
friends. And I sort of feel that 
Collier’s should have told us that 
these girls were friends of Rus- 
sia instead of leaving us to believe 
that they were objective and im- 
partial reporters. 


Well, then, furthermore they re- 
cently had a story about a thing 
calléd a school for leadership con- 
ducted by the National Maritime 
Union, whose president is Joe Cur- 
ran, a great friend and political 
protege of the Roosevelt govern- 
ment, who has honored Communist 
policy for a long time in his po- 
litical attitudes here. This was a 
great plug for the N. M. U., and 
you would have thought it was 
just a school to teach merchant 
sailors to get along tolerably with 
the masters and the companies if 
your mind were innocent of my 
own conviction that it is a school 
of Communistic purposes and a de- 
vice to confirm after the war the 
control of the American Merchant 
Marine by a small] group of indi- 
viduals who are loyal to a foreign 
government and hostile to our 
own. If I had been the editor of 
Collier’s, witK’*my knowledge of 
this union, I would have devoted 
a few paragraphs to the voting 
system by way of informing my 
readership that only a small frac- 
tion of the membership is eligible 
to vote for the officers and that 
its weekly publication is an organ 
of publicity and laudation for Cur- 
ran and propaganda for causes 
dear to the Communists. 

Then, on top of all that, along 
comes Collier’s with an editorial, 
mind you, entitled “‘The NMU Sees 
the Light” which said, among 
other things, “Joe Curran deserves 
a round of applause for a brilliant 
piece of statesmanship.”’ 

And, finally, I see in the papers 
an ad for a meeting at which Bill 
Chenery, the publisher, not the 
editor, is listed as a speaker at 
some ruckus on the same bill with 
our old friend William Margolis.

In Canada, the first national 
election since 1940 is scheduled to 
be held today. In England, the first 
national election in 10 years will 
be held in early July. 

Probably the hardest thing for 

people in this country to under- 
stand is that the voters in Canada 
and England do not vote directly 
for the man who will head the na- 
tional government. The only vote 
they cast is for the local represent- 
ative of the party of their prefer- 
ence. The leader of the party 
winning the majority or largest 
number of seats in the House of 
Commons automatically becomes 
the prime minister. 
Consequently, nationwide elec- 
tion polls such as are held in this 
country to forecast the winning 
candidate are not possible in Can- 
ada or England. Such polls can 
only give an indication of over-all 
party strength; they cannot fore- 
cast the number of seats which the 
competing parties will gain. 

An indication of party strength 
in Canada can be had from the 
following figures based on a sur- 
vey taken during recent weeks by 
the Canadian Institute of Public 
Opinion, an affiliate of the Ameri- 
can Institute. 

These figures show the approxi- 
mate percentage of the total civil- 
ian vote cast which each party 
would receive, if the election were 
held at the time the survey was 
made.

As the winner of the run for 
the roses shipped out of Churchill 
Downs for Pimlico, where he will 
go in the Preakness and the run 
for the black-eyed Susans next 
Saturday, he was being hailed as 
another Count Fleet. . It may be a 
little early to put him in that blue 
ribbon category, but no matter 
what he does the rest of the year 
he already has made racing his- 
tory. 

For when he took the 1945 and 
7lst annual running of the Derby 
yesterday, winning going away 
from a field of 15 others, he wrote 
these things in turf history: 

He was the “first purchase” ever 
to win the Blue Grass classic. 
When Fred W. Hooper, 35-year-old 
Florida millionaire contractor, saw 
the bay colt at the Lexington 
yearling sales a year ago he bid 
$10,200 for the horse and that was 
the winning ticket. It was the 
first thoroughbred he ever had 
bought and for that investment 
he already has won $89,270, all 
but $5,300 of it this year. The 
Derby netted $64,850 and 10 days 
before Hoop Jr. won the second 
section of the Wood Memorial to 
net his owner $19,120. 

He made his father, Sir Galla- 
had III, the world’s leading money 
winning sire. That $64,850 Derby 
gold made a total of $3,224,389 
which the get of the French horse 
has won against the former mark 
of $3, 178,265 which the get of 
Man-o’-War have taken in various 
purses. 

He put his rider, little Eddie 
Arcaro, in the elite class of 
jockeys and gave the Covington, 
Ky., Italian a chance to make 
jockey history. When Eddie pi- 
loted Hoop Jr. home six lengths 
in front of the field yesterday it 
was his third Derby victory. Only 
two jockeys. have accomplished 
that—Earl Sande and Isaac Mur- 
phy. Eddie now has a chance to 
go on from there. He has won 
the triple crown riding title once 
—with Whirlaway in 194l1—and 
now he has a chance to do it again. 
If he does he will surpass the rid- 
ing record of Sande.

Women To Bear Arms 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.—(UP)—The Japanese imperial diet 
is considering a national volunteer corps bill under which women 
from 17 to 30 years of age will be called upon to take up arms and 
fight side by side with regular troops in the event of an invasion 
of Japan, Tokyo radio said last night. 


The bill also covers men from 
15 to 60 years of age. The volun- 
teers will serve in defense of their 
homeland in their native province 
or “at their post when mobilized 
as regular combatants of the 
corps,” Tokyo said in a broadcast 
recorded by United Press in San 
Francisco, 

A new “Peoples Handbook of 
Reconstruction” will soon be dis- 
tributed through the empire by 
the war minister as a companion 


book to the “People’s Handbook of 


Resistance,” Tokyo also reported. 

The new book calls on “each 
and every individual to fortify 
his home” for defense against in- 
vasion. 

“Once the enemy invades our 
homeland, everyone must entrench 
himself in the fortification of his 
home to resist the enemy to the 
very last mar or woman under 
command of competent military 
authorities,” the handbook stated. 

Tokyo addec that the handbook 
was expected to serve as an “in- 
dispensable guide for the decisive 
battle on the Japanese homeland 
when the people’s volunteer corps 
is converted into a combat unit.”

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World Press Freedom Committee 
Makes Public Report on Global Tour 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—(?) 
A historic 50,000 words was ap- 
proved and given to the world to- 
day by directors of the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors, 
meeting in the Hotel Statler under 
President John S. Knight. It is 
the report of three American 
newspaper editorial figures who 
from January to April went 40,000 
miles around the world to test 
and discuss freedom of the press 
and of communications in the 
postwar world. 

The report was filed today by 
Wilbur Forrest, chairman, who is 
assistant editor of the New York 
Herald Tribune and first vice 
president of the society; Ralph 
McGill, editor of The Atlanta 
and Dean Carl W.

The 
Americans discovered in edi- 
tors of most nations a real desire 
for more freedom of the press 
than most nations have heretofore 
enjoyed or permitted. 

Also for the first time in his- 
tory three American journalists 
invaded Moscow and _ achieved 
with top Soviet newspaper editors 
and government press controllers 
a full and frank survey of their 
different problems and concep- 
tions. 

CONFER WITH RUSSIANS 


This they did at two banquets 
and visits to the two largest Soviet 
daily newspaper plants and a call 
on Soviet communications offi- 
cials. 

The Russians were both ex- 
tremely curious and challenging 
of the United States conceptions 
of free press. At the same time, 
the American envoys got from the 
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kov, of Komsolnoskaya Pravda; 
M. M. Barodin, of Moscow News; 


lov, of War and the Working Class; 
K. K. Olmenchenko, of Trud; 
P. G. Palgunov, of Tass Service; 
K. E. Zinchenko, foreign office 
press chief; and U. S. Okov, of the 
Soviet Information Bureau. Am- 
bassador Harriman was host. 

Ambassador Harriman, said the 
report, sounded the keynote with 
a description of the United States’ 
emergence from its own provin- 
cial and isolationist newspaper 
era, and urged both nations’ edi- 
tors not to take everything in print 
too seriously. 


RUSSIAN REPLIES 

The report said in part: 

“Mr. Lazovsky (L. A. Lazovsky, 
vice commissar of foreign affairs) 
said ‘the chief thing the Soviet 
peoples and papers couldn’t under- 
stand was the constant criticism 
of an ally by some of the Ameri- 
can press’... he toasted ... The 
future peace of the world depends 
on a close alliance between Russia 
and the United States. ~ 

“Chairman Forrest responded 
first, closing with the Calvin Cool- 
idge story of the Washington mon- 
ument at the time of a book criti- 
cizing Washington—the story clos- 
ing, ‘the monument is still there’.” 

“ ... Editors Pospelov, of Prav- 
da (the paper of the supreme 
council of Soviets) and Ilyichev, 
of Izvestia (the paper of the Com- 
munist party), declared in almost 
identical speeches their. system 
was most representative of the 
wishes of the people and was a 
‘free press’ because it represented 
only the people. 

“They insisted American papers 
did not always represent the 
wishes of the people, using the 
Roosevelt elections and opposition 
to many Roosevelt policies which 
had been adopted by the people 
as examples. 

“They also said that many of 
the critical items about the So- 
viets in the American press were 
revealed to be untrue, but papers 
which had carried them promi- 
nently never took the trouble to 


admit the untruths when revealed. | 
TESTED FOR TRUTH 

“Their own articles, they said, 
were tested for truth and accuracy | 
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hunter, he knew the worst enemy 
a hunter had was mosquitoes. He 
said the Soviets sincerely wanted 
friendship, but it was difficult to 
smile and be friendly when there 
were sO many mosquitoes about. 

“It was brought out forcefully 
that the Soviet newspapermen are 
without exception the product of 
the revolution or men who were 
in exile or underground in other 
countries editing clandestine pa- 
pers. They don’t know any other 
system. They can’t understand 
the American system wherein a 
reader will continue to buy a pa- 


per even though he disagrees with 


its politics. 

“The Izvestia editors,” the re- 
port said, “declared the Russian 
army generals would not have 
United States correspondents with 
their forces because ‘the Ameri- 
cans had too often broken their 
word about releasing news and 
information’.” 
VISITS KREMLIN 


The Kremlin was opened to the 
three visitors as a special courtesy. 
Then they visited Pravda, with its 
Lop circulation of 3,000,000 where 
the “military editor,” Gen. Galak- 
tionov. asked them why Hanson 
Baldwin of the New York Times 
haa said the zeds did not have 
good generals and used masses 
of men to win by sheer weight; 
and why Mark Sullivan of New 
York Herald Tribune had written 
last October that for political rea- 
sons the Russians were not push- 
ing their offensive in Rumania, 
The report indicated the visitors 
conceded that subsequent events 
had proved both wrong, but de- 
clared the freedom with which 
they might express such opinions 
was fundamental with the Ameri- 
can press freedom. 

Then the Soviet editors gave the 
trio a dinner, at which Ilya Bhren- 
burg, described in the report as 
“essayist” for the government, de- 
manded to know why Americans 
didn’t freely marry Negroes and 
Jews, and “would hear no other 
argument but that we were ‘Fas- 
cist’ at heart. “He also said,” the 
report added, the Hearst press 
‘trust’ was dripping ‘Fascist poison 
into the soul of America and that 
we could not escape a Fascist fu- 
ture.” 

“To all this we replied vigor- 
ously. We learned later that the 
government had reprimanded him 
for another extreme statement.” 

The Russian editor is appointed 
or elected by the supreme Soviet 
council, the Communist party,. “la- 
bor and so on,” adds the report, It 
quotes Vice Commissar Lazovsky 
as asking whether and how all 
shades of opinion in newspapers 
could be represented in a single 
editors’ society, how an editors’ so- 
ciety could have a policy when 
“owners made the policy,” and 
whether the society had supported 
the Yalta conference. But Lazov- 
sky finally said, “I do not see 
why we cannot find a common 
ground.” 

The report continued: 

“ .,. It is not good sense to 
oversimplify the Soviet with gen- 
eralities. The Russians said this 
was the chief fault of the W. L. 
White book. ... We were asked 
if we believed it ethical and pos- 
sible for him to come in classified 
as a military expert, stay six 
weeks, and then go out and write 
more than 300 pages on Russia 
which would tell a true story. 

“Some American officials said 
one of the problems in Russia 
had been correspondents who 
came with a chip on their shoul- 
ders and went about hunting up 
items which could be found to jus- 
tify their dislikes. They dealt in 
irritations instead of presenting a 
balanced picture of Russia. 

“ . .. Harriman was delighted 
with the meeting. ... It was the 
first time there had been such a 
discussion between these editors 
and those of any other country. 
They had pledged consultation 
and co-operation.” 

The United States editors visit- 
ed the Izvestia plant and news 
room and found it outwardly 
much like an American newspa- 
per—with newsprint likewise 
scarce, reporters covering “runs” 
the papers gloating in print over 
scoops, each paper paying rent and 
amortization to the owner govern- 
ment. Advertising is confined to 
theater and amusement display, 
the report said. 


AMERICAN PAPERS 


“We stated,” the report said of 
this visit, “the position of the 
American papers—that they were 
newspapers and not organs of a 
party; that advertising did not 
control them and did not want 
to do so; that if they did they 
could not “get away with it.” We 
told them the people in America 
were very inquisitive about their 
papers, who owned them, and 
what interests were behind them. 

“We said that the test was the 
man with the 3 cents or the nickel, 
if he had no confidence in the 
paper he did not buy it. 

“They, had read_ Sinclair’s 
‘Brass Check,’ Seldes’ ‘Lords of 
the Press’ and one or .two other 
such books.

The board also adopted a reso- 
lution looking with apprehension 
on any merger of transmission 
facilities which would eliminate 
competition. Other newspaper or- 
ganizations had adopted similar 
sentiments as result of a proposal 
of two months ago by the Navy 
Department that all United States- 
operated international communica- 
tion facilities be combined or 
jointly operated after the war.

Plans for the new fiscal setup 
have been under discussion for 
some time, Siebert stated. They 
were worked out by a special com- 
mittee composed of W. Wilson 
Noyes, treasurer for the regents; 
J. D. Bolton, treasurer of the 
University of Georgia; J. H. New- 
berry, treasurer of. Georgia State 
College for Women, and Frank K. 
Houston, treasurer of the Georgia 
School of Technology. *

Dr, Newton said that education 
and enlightenment are civilized 
man’s only answer to the forces of 
tyranny, ignorance and_e greed 
which bring on wars and promote 
world disorder. 


“Every college and university 
should have a department of polli- 
tics which would train leaders to 
cope with these forces,” he urged. 
“There cannot be much progress 
along the road to international 
peace until our education system 
evolves a plan that will produce 
mén and women who will work to- 
gether in God’s will for the com- 
mon good.” 

Our greatest postwar problem is 
not the 300-odd billion dollars we 
owe or will owe at war's end, Dr. 
Newton declared, but “the debt we 
owe our children in reconstituting 
our homes, schools and colleges to 
educating such men and women.” 


PRAISES PARENTS 

Praising the parents of grad- 
uates who came here for the exer- 
cises today, Dr. Newton cited 
them as an example of those 
Americans who have sacrificed 
personal pleasures that their chil- 
hg might have a- richer, fuller 
ife. 

“The Amerftan home will nev- 
er function as the place God in- 
tended it to be until it becomes 
the place where the child is re- 
garded as the greatest single gift 
that God can confer upon the 
union of man and woman,” he as- 
serted.
